The contract was to be In
effect flva years, Omaha having prac-

tically the exclusive western prt viler, of
the orchestra, which spends most of Ha
spare time, that Is. when not In actual
Chicago season. In the greatest and most
musical centers of the east.

The Mendelssohn choir has so thor-

oughly maintained the local end of the
business contract that the orchestra, sat-

isfied with Us partnership, has filled Its
part of the contract, coming hera after
the tornado in U1S against possible and
probable financial failure.
